They can visualize most of the flowers and 
vegetables we list, without illustrations and 
detailed descriptions. True, pictures do help 
find what you are looking for, and make you 
yen to.buy and plant this and that. 

But all the colorful printer’s ink in the 
world can not improve the seed in the package 
you receive, from whatever source. Stop me 
if you’ve heard this one: An, optimist is a 
guy who thinks he can grow vegetables and 
flowers like the pictures in catalogues and on 
seed packets. 

As you know, there is a growing tendency 
to shorten things.

New lawns should be thoroughly worked, 
leveled and allowed to settle, then leveled 
‘again.
